| ally are at a low ebb at the present 
time, dealers are confident that the 
| turn of the year will bring them 
| better business. 
| While in the Carolinas, dealers 
| find little in the current situation 
| to be thankful for, in northern New 
Jersey the automobile trade reports 
in some cases that sales are running 
ahead of this time in 1929. It ap- 
pears that the total New Jersey 
Sales for the year will not be far 
behind the record-breaking mark 
reached in 1929. 





EWARK, N. J., Dec. 12.—New

New car sales for the month of 
November hit the lowest level in 
recent years, but dealers anticipate 
an immediate improved condition in 
buying. During the short month 
463 passenger cars and trucks were 
delivered in Bexar county, the low- 
est number ever recorded.

Atlanta Dealers Looking Forward

EW YORK, Dec. 12.—Retail sales 
of new Ford cars in the first 


ten months of the current year ran | 


ahead of the corresponding period 
of last year in seven states of New 
England and the East and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, but were behind 
in all other states. In Delaware, 
Ford sales were practically even 
with a year ago. 

The states in which Ford sales 
were above last year were Masgsa- 
chusetis, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, New York 
and New Jersey. 


In the six New England States, | 


Ford sales were 68,691 in the ten- 
month period, as against 63,648 a 
year ago, a gain of 7.3 per cent. Jn 
the six states of the East, sales wére 


214,656, as compared with 196,762 | 


a year ago, up 8.3 per cent. 


In the thirteen states of the South | 


and the District of Columbia, sales 
were 225,807, as against 316,699, a 
decline of 28.6 per cent. In the six 
states in the Great Lakes sector, 
Ford registrations were 263,844, as 
against 327,523 a year ago, a loss of 
19.4 per cent. 

In the agricultural section of the 
Middle West, Ford sales were 94,780, 
as against 139,165 a year ago, off 
32 per cent. In the Rocky Moun- 
tain States, registrations were 30,- 
673, as against 43,325 a year ago, 
off 29.2 per cent: On the Pacific 
Coast, sales were 93,919, as com- 
pared with 101,598, a decline of 7.6 
per cent. 

Total Ford sales in the ten months 
of this year amounted to 992,370, as 
compared with 1,188,220 in the cor- 
responding period of last year, a 
decline of 16 per cent. 

Domestic retail sales of Ford pas- 
senger cars, plus the registration of 
196,465 commercial cars and an 
allowance of 100,000 for the over- 
seas markets, bring the total sales 
for the first ten months of the year 
to 1,288,835. This total compares 
with a worldwide production otf 
1,455,334 in the ten months’ period, 
leaving a cifference of 166,499, or 
around two months’ average produc- 
tion.

mannered, well appearing boy can get himself a job as a 
salesman. Usually he is put to work with only a vague idea 
of what he is selling and why.

We need far more effective education and training of | 


salesmen than we have now. When a salesman undertakes 
the retail distribution of products he should have a complete 
understanding of his job and not have to “practice on his 
customers,” as one sales executive recently phrased it.

S our vaunted American selling only a fair weather phe- 
nomenon? Has it no stamina? Does it cave in, crumple 
up and take the count at the first blow? 

It would seem so. 

For years the world has watched with amazement, not 
unmixed with envy, the selling forces of America in action. 
We have modestly acknowledged the applause. We knew 
we were good. 

And we were. American selling was hard-hitting, tire- 
less, resourceful, enthusiastic. It not only created demands, 
but it helped buyers to find the means to satisfy those 
demands. It raised standards of living overnight, and in the 
joy of accomplishment it sang as it worked. 

Came the stock market squall of last October. Hesita- 
tion. Overcaution. Pessimism. Fear. Rumors of failures 
and panic. The spirit of Buying depressed. 

Did Selling roll up its sleeves and eagerly welcome a 
trial of its strength and resourcefulness? It did not. It 
joined the mulligrubbers. It crowded the wailers at the 
| wailing wall. It acted like a tired old man after a long walk 
on a sultry day. 

What a pitiable spectacle of America’s strong man 
lugubriously repeating hackneyed alibis. 

“Overproduction” was a favorite one. But overproduc- 
tion became a fact only as underconsumption outgeneraled 
Selling. And on its own field, for it had cracked the hard 
nut of underconsumption many a time. But Selling gave 
up. Too fat to fight. It said, “Nobody to buy; nothing to 
buy it with.” 

Shortly before, millions were eager for more and better 
food, warmer clothing, more comfortable shelter; millions 
desired greater conveniences; millions yearned for the luxu- 
ries of travel, art, music, books. They were willing to work 
hard and exchange their labor and services for those things. 

Yet selling accepted the strange story that overnight 
millions lost these desires, that a miracle had happened and 
human nature had undergone a remarkable change. Nor 
were “the consumers broke.” The record since then belies 
| that assumption. 

No; “selling” false rumors and calamity put us in the 
hospital. The real selling forces of the nation lost heart 
and nerve. Some openly joined the enemy. Others lent aid 
and comfort by disloyal inactivity. 

“It’s a great time to call upon sales and advertising 
| managers,” said a business man to me the other day. “‘They’ll 
sit back and listen to you for two hours. A year ago you got 
|a five-minute appointment for three weeks from Thursday. 
| Too busy, selling. But today, nothing doing, nothing to do. 
| All the time in the world. 

There probably was never a time in recent history when 
cone was at such a low ebb in the United States. 

To the everlasting credit of American selling there are a 
few who have kept the faith, who have relished a stout fight 
'and who are coming through as victors. Such has always 
been the case. Calamity, war, depression, flood or fire dis- 
turbs the settled order. The churning process brings up 
from the bottom strange faces and strange names. 

When the fairweather sun shines again there are new 
|faces in an industry’s picture; new leaders at the helm. 
| Never doubt you will see their names in the business head- 
lines tomorrow. They have come up from behind, energizing 
new ideas with fine new courage, while old leaders were 
proving to themselves that it couldn’t be done. 

But the pity of it is that a glorious march toward 
greater comfort for greater numbers halts because the motive 
power of American business—our selling forces—lost vision 
'and courage. 

When American selling regains its old time courage, 
‘then get ready for better times.—Merle Thorpe, the Nation’s 
Business.

Situation

The following is an abstract of a 
paper presented before the Phila- 
delphia section, S. A. E. Wednesday 
evening, December .10. 


A MANUFACTURER wishing to 

pioneer the development of any 
improvement on an automobile can- 
not today determine whether there 
are now, or are likely to be, con- 
trolling patents covering his pro- 
posed improvement. 

This situation arises because an 
underpaid and overloaded staff in 
the Patent Office cannot keep up 
with the flood of applications and 
amendments to these applications. 
This situation in the Patent Office 
results in applications, likely to se- 
cure dominating claims, remaining 
a secret for years while manufac- | 
turers, who have received no benefit | 
from any disclosure are developing | 
the field and proving the value of an 
idea. In addition a very large num- 
ber of patents containing claims of 
doubtful validity are issued, which 
are the occasion of expensive and 
annoying litigation. 

The situation can be cleared up} 
to a very large degree by throwing | 
all applications open to public in- | 
spection after three years, 

Interference proceedings are now 
the occasion of great delay in the 
granting of patents, and hardship to 
the inventor. A provision that a 
patent be granted to the first ap- 
piieam would eliminate a very large 
percentage of the interference pro- 
ceedings. The existence of the 
patent would insure that the in- 
ventor found to be the first could 
collect for use of his invention dur- 
ing the period of litigation. At 
present the granting of the patent 
can be delayed until after the mar- 
ket for the device has disappeared. 

Patents should exnire not later 


than twenty years after the date of | 


application. This is longer than the 
life in any other important country. 
- Greater uniformity of judicial 
action could be obtained by having 
a single patent court of appeals for 
the nation, with the requirement 
that judges of this court should have 
engineering or seientific education, 
as well as legal training. 

The automobile industry in gen- 
eral has been ‘greatly benefited by 
our patent system. Very great sums 
have voluntarily been paid inventors 
for devices and processes used. The 
industry needs an efficient patent 
System to protect the development |
